PRESIDENT FORD AND SECRETARY OF STATE SISSINGER THIS WEEK 
HET THOSE CHALLENGES HEAD-ON. OCTH MEN ARTICULATED THEIR PER- 
CEPTION OF AMERICA FOREIGH PCLICY Ii) id!AT COMES DOWN TO A SIMPLE 
FORNULA--PRESIDENT FORD EXPRESSED IT AS A POLICY OF WORLD PEACE

PEOPLE Iti THE EXECUTION OF SUCH A POLICY CY ANY ADMINISTRATION, 

IN AN ADDRESS FRIDAY TO THE CHICAGO COUNCIL OF FOREIGN 
RELATIONS, PRESTOENT FORD OUTLI@D HIS THESIS Itt THOSE WORDS: 
"PEACE AND STRENGTH ARE PART OF A SINGLE POLICY--TWO SIDES OF THE 
SAME COIN," AMERICA, THE PRESIDENT WAS SAYING, MUST USE A STRONG 
NATIONAL DEFENSE AS WIAT HE CALLED "AN INSURANCE POLICY" FOR 
PEACE. THE JOB FACING AHERICA, AS THE PRESIDENT SEES IT, IS A 
DUAL ONE. ON THE ONE HAND, THE UNITED STATES IS COMMITTED BY 
TRADITION, BY ITS NATIONAL SECURITY INTERESTS, AND ITS OBLI- 
GATIONS TO ITS ALLIES TO PROMOTE AHD DEFEND THE IDEALS ON WHICH 
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THIS NATION WAS FOUNDED, AT THE SAME TIHE, AMERICA MUST SEEK 
TO REDUCE, WHEREVER POSSIBLE, TENSIONS AND CONFRONTATIONS WITH 
WHAT HE CALLED A "POWERFUL ADVERSARY...WHOSE PRINCIPLES AND 
PURPOSES ARE FUNDAMENTALLY DIFFERENT FROM OURS." 

SECRETARY KISSINGER ON THURSDAY ADDRESSED THE BOSTON WORLD 
AFFAIRS COUNCIL IN TERMS SOMEWHAT SIiiTLAR TO THE PRESIDENT'S 
BUT WIDER-RANGING Iii TERMS OF ACHIEVING NATIONAL STRENGTH THROUGH 
UNITY ON FOREIGN POLICY. AS HE SEES IT, IT IS ESSENTIAL TO UNDER- 
LINE THE BASIC MESSAGE THAT ALL CANDIDATES MUST CARRY NOT ONLY 
TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, BUT 16 THE WORLD. AS SECRETARY KISSINGER 
EXPRESSED IT, THAT HESSAGE IS ONE OF FAITH IM AMERICA'S STRENGTH 
AND THAT IT IS AT PEACE; THAT THERE ARE NO EASY OR FINAL ANSWERS 
TO THE PROBLEMS THE RATION FACES; THAT WHAT IS ATTAINABLE AT ANY 
ONE HOMENT HIEVITABLY WILL FALL SHORT OF THE IDEAL, AND THAT 
THE REACH OF AHERICAN POWER AND PURPOSE HAS ITS LI(iITS. BUT 
NEVERTHELESS, DOCTOR <ISSINGER DECLARED, "WE HAVE THE STRENGTH 
TO DEFEND OUR INTERESTS AND THE CONVICTION TO UPHOLD OUR VALUES" 
THROUGH A LONG-TERiA AND RESPONSILLE FOREIGN POLICY. 

IN SUN, THE CENTRAL POINT OF BOTH THE PRESIDENT'S AND THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE'S ADDRESSES IS THIS: LET NO CNE~-FRIEND OR 
POTENTIAL ADVERSARY=-/i:ISREAD THE UNDERLYING MEANING OF THIS 
YEAR'S POLITICAL DEBATES ON FOREIGN POLICY. FOR ALL SIDES IN THE 
DEBATE PURSUE THE SAHE AIH--TO MAINTAIN AMERICA'S LEADERSHIP 
IN A TROUBLED WORLD. THE ONLY DIFFERENCES ARE AS TO EMPHASIS 
OR METHOD, 

THE HISTORY CF ANERICAN FOREIGN POLICY SUPPORTS THIS 
PERCEPTION WITH ITS CONTINUOUS THREAD OF PURSUING WORLD PEACE 
THROUGH POLICIES THAT ARE A HiEALTIiY NIX OF PRAGHATISH AND 


IDEALISI:. 
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THE PRESIDENT ARTICULATED THIS CONCEPT WHEN HE SAIC: "I 
VENT TO EUROPE TO SAY TO THE LEADEKS...OF THIRTY-THREE EUROPEAN 
NATIONS--EAST AND WEST--THAT Tii= DESCENDANTS OF EUROPEANS Ii 
AMERICA STILL LIVE BY THE PRINCIPLES SST FORTH HERE TO HUNDRED 
YEARS AGO--THAT ALL MEN--NOT JUST ANE SCANS, BUT ALL HEN AND WONEN 
EVEL YWHERE--ARE ENDOWED SY THEIR CREATOR WITH INALIENABLE RIGHTS 
TO LIFE, LIBERTY AND THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS," AMERICANS, 
THE PRESIOENT ENPHASIZED, CONTINUE TO CELIEVE I THOSE PRIUCIPLES 
WHICH ARE THE GUIDE-LINES OF YHEIN NATIONAL POLICY. IT IS THIS 
FIRM BELIEF SY AMERICANS It! THOSE PRINCIPLES, MISTER FORD DE- 
CLARED, THAT CONTINUES TO GIVE HOPE TO HILLIONS OF LIBERTY- 
LONGING EUROPEANS AND OTHERS AROUND THE WORLD. 
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
